CURE STILL IS MISSING. OLD FRIEND OF WILSON.

Washington. D. C., April 4.—- [Special.

Discovery of the identity and habits of the 
hitherto unknown bacteria which cause mus- 
cular as well ae articular rheumatism was 
announced last night through the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute. 

The discovery was made by Dr. Edward 
C. Rosenow of the Rush Medical college who 
described his work for the benefit of 200 
nurses at the institute. His discoveries are 
to be written out in detali ard published 
shortly in one of the medical Journals. 

Thus far, Dr. Rosenow points out, there 
has been nothing worked out in the way of @ 
cure for the disease, and he makes no such 
claime for His discovery. In fact, he Gx- 
pressed a wish thet no definite claims be 
made in his behalf until he has bad opportu- 
nity to submit his work to the professional 


world.

Among the Democratic senators who come 
from sugar producing states ard who look 
with disfavor on free sugar are Pomerene of 
Ohio. Williams of Mississippi, Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, Ranedel] and Thornton of Louis- 
lana, Shafroth of Colorado, Newlands of Ne-

May Request Separate Bills. 

President Wilsom already has mapped out a 
plan of action in the event that he is unable 
to reach any satisfactory. underetanc:ng in 
regard to the sugar schedule. He will urge 
the ways and means committee to introduce 
the free raw wool and free sugar schedules 
as separate billig and to embody the rest of 
the tariff revision program on which there 
seems to be essential agreement in the party 
in a single measure. This course will avoid 
jeopardizing the entire revision plan on ac- 
count of a fight over two schedules. 

There is talk already, however, among the 
sugar and wool men of a move to checkmate 
any such schedule by schedule revision plan. 
With the ald of Republicans the senators in 
the sugar group probably would be able to 
attach the sugar and wool schedules to the 
general revision bill as riders and then pro- 


ceed to do their trading and log rolling. 


But while the cure still is missing. the basis 
for further experimental work has been laid 
by the showing of the cause—the revelation 
of the germ itself. In this way the foundation 
of future experiment is laid. Dr. Rosenow's 
work is regarded by his colleagues as possibly 
comparable to that of Dr. Robert Koch, who 
in 1882 distovered the tuberculosis germ and 
furnished the world with the basic informa- 
tion on which all subsequent experimentation 
toward the finding of the cure is based. 

It is finally established.“ said Arthur J. 
Strawson, assistant superintendent of the 
Tuberculosis institute, ‘that rheumatism is 
caused by a germ. This has been suspected 
for some time. It is also established that 
the disease can be communicated by Infec- 
tlon. though not by contagion. The germ 
must be assimilated. — 

At is found that the germ frequently exists 
not only fm the infected joints and muscles, 
but also in the tonsils. It probably enters 
through the tonsils. I consider it a most 
amazing step in the advancement of science 


Experiments with Babbits, 

Dr. Rosenow's work hae covered a long 
period. He has carried it on by meane of 
experiment with rabbits, taking germe he 
had discovered in the infected joints of hu- 
man beings and injecting them into the ani- 
mals. The germs, many in number, were so 
virulent that the animals’ joints and muscles 
swelled rapidly and there were several thet 
died. 

In the meantime Dr. Rosenow had exam- 
ned bis human patients carefully and dis- 
covered that many were affected with in- 
flamed tonsils. He made a few examinations 
of the tonsile and found the germs present 
there In great numbers. There germe were 
injected into other rabbits and the identical 
symptems discovered, thus proving the sec- 
ond valuable point. | 

Discoverer Disclaims Credit.

Washington, D. C., April 4—Officials at the 
state department today said the attitude of 
the United States in the case of Miss Zen 
Fmerson, the American militant suffraget 
imprisoned in London, would be determined 
after the receipt of a further report from the 
London embassy, which was ordered to im 
vestigate charges that the young woman had 
been subjected to cruel treatment. 

Secretary Bryan will immediately take up 
with Chandler Anderson, the counselor of 
the department, the question of what is to 
be done. Practically there are precedents 
bearing closely upon, the nearest being the 
Maybrick case, when some of the highest 
officials in the United States unofficially pe- 
titioned the British government to release 
the American woman from the prison where 
she was serving a life sentence. 

If Secretary Bryan ascertains there haz 
been no discrimination against Mies Emer- 
gon on account of her nationality and that 
she has not been treated in a cruel and in- 
human masner forbidden dy the principles 
of the law common to all nations he probably 
will confine himself to the exercise of his 
functions in an unofficial way.

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JEWS JOIN WAR ON THRATER 


Eager to Boycott Houses Where 
Race Is Caricatured. 


JUDGE PAM HEADS MOVE, 


Demigod Type in Dramas Also Object 
of Attack. 


A movement which contemplates the bol 
cotting of all Chicago playhouses that per- 
mit the burlesquing or caricaturing of the 
Jew has just been inaugurated by the Chi- 
cao Israelite, a leading Hebrew publication, 
and indorsed by prominent Jewish societies. 

Commenting on this the Israelite eaid: 

„ Not only do we deprecate the derisively 


distorted delineations of the Jew, but also | 


the other extreme— his characterization as 
some surpassing sage or superman-—vide: the 
heroes in ‘As a Man Thinks’ or ‘In the 
House Next Docr.’ These demigods are 4s 
untrue a characterization as the man bur- 
lesqued. No particular race or religion pro- 
duces such extremes in seraphie or satanic 
characters; and the portrayal of these figura- 
tive types, when not prossly harmful, is 
both deceptive and absurd. 

„Religion, as an aggressive element, is 
out of place on the stage. There are too 
many religions and too many of opposing 
creeds in the audience; as a rule, to acrept 
that particular hero. These enunciators of 
race, whether debased or deified types, breed 
a rebellious spirit in some one. 


Urges Jews to Protest. 

“ Bmphatically, it is about time to obtain 
some measure of relief from this situation. 
If the various clubs and club women would 
inaugurate a movement to purge the state of 
these effigies and caricatures of the Jew this 
condition would soon be irrevocably bettered. 
Such a movement wotld have the public in- 
dorsement. 

“The Chicago elite appeals to the 
amour propre of the Jews of Chicago to pro- 
test and resent the coarse jests and slurs to 
which they are subjected by the commer- 
cialized playwright, in keeping away from 
those houses that stage the productions of 
these literary hyenas. 


Vigorous Action. 
The campaign thus launched has been 


taken up vigorously. Yesterday the Asso- 


ciated Jewish Charities, the Young Men's 
Associated Jewish Charities, and the Young 
Men's Federated Jewish Charities met and 
adopted resolutions advocating the boycott 
as a weapon for preventing the caricaturing 
of Jews. Judge Hugo Pam of the Superior 
court has announced that he will take charge 
of the movement.

„Masterpieces“ for Niles Mansion. 


A mansion in Niles, Mich., the mayor of 
that city, a check returned because of not 
sufficient funds, and a matter of a carload of 
additional “originals” entered yesterday 
into the case of T. Willard Ready of Niles, 


the demon art collector. 


Ready caused the arrest of Joseph H. Mos- 
kow, B. W. Nielson, Ephriam Sarrour, and 
Miss Dorothy Kaissalou on the charge of 
conducting a confidence picture game at 128 
South La Salle street. Ready said that he 
had bought fifteen pictures at the La Salle 
street picture house for $3,280, thinking he 
was getting rare originals, Later, he said, 
he found out that they were worthless copies. 


“Fiend’’ Outbids Every One. 

Moskow, proprietor of the shop, asserted 
that Ready was a regular fiend for buying 
pictures, that he broke up a picture auction 
by outbidding every one, that he bought 460 
pictures instead of fifteen, that his purchases 
included a period of more than a month, 
that in spite of all he (Moskow) could do 
Ready would buy. Moskow said there was no 
misrepresentation. He said he never sold 
the pictures for masterpieces. 

„Masterpieces. scoffed Moskow. Can 
you buy masterpieces for $10? Thirty-nine of 
the pictures he bought were for less than 
$10. He paid between $10 and $12 for 112 
pictures. He paid between $20 and $50 for 
145 pictures. Twenty-eight of them were 
more than $50, and only one was for more 
than $100. 

„Ready bought on ten different days, be- 
ginning on Feb. 12, and ending March 13. 
The first day he bought forty-four pictures 
for $431. The next day he came,back and 
overbid every one. He bought over $2,000 
worth. I asked him what he was going to 
do with them. He said they were for his 
new mansion in Niles. Later he said hé was 
going to hold an auction together with the 
mayor of Niles.“ 


Spoiled the Auction. 

“There were no representations made ta 
Ready,“ said Glenn E. Plumb, one of the at- 
torneys for the pictwre man. He mere- 
ly picked the paintings off the wall. He 
spolled the auction. Everybody thought he 
was a ‘booster’ for the sale. He owerbid 
the others by $10 and $20. He was particu- 
larly strong on nudes and horses. 

He paid about $3,200 down on a purchase 
of $10,000. One check for $2,333 on the Mer- 
cantile Trust and Savings bank came back 
marked ‘not sufficient funds.’ The pictures 
were sent to Niles C. O. D. There was a 
carload of them. They were in forty cases 
and they filled six big moving vans. They 
cost Moskow for packing, shipping, and stor- 
age more than 8800. When they got to Niles 
Ready refused to pay the balance, and they 
were shipped back. He got an attachment 
on twenty-one cases of them which are now 
in storage. He arrested this man Nielson, 
who overbid him on a few real good pictures. 

„Moskow travels all over the world and 
picks up his pictures. They are originais, 
but they aren't masterpieces.” 

The four defendants were released yester~ 
day on bonds aggregating $250,000.

ONLY 14 YEARS 


State’s Attorney Offers Prison 
Sentence if Auto Robber 
. Pleads Guilty. 


ON HART MURDER CHARGE 


Former Pals“ and Friends of 
Slain Detective Express 
Indignation. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne announced yester- 
day in Judge Kersten's court he had decided 
if Robert Webb, the confessed murderer of 
Detective Peter Hart Jr., would agree to 
plend guilty by next Monday he would rec- 


ommend the auto robber and slayer be let 


off With a sentence of twenty-five years in the 
penitentiary. This would make possible his 
release in fourteen years. 

At the same time it was made known there 
is a movement. on foot to tnduce the court 
to send Webb to the reformatory at Ches- 
ter. instead of to the state prison at Joliet. 

Mr. Hoyne's announcement besides being 
@ Surprise aroused indignation among friends 
of Detective Hart and among the automobile 
robbers with whom Webb operated and who 
are now in the county jail awaiting the time 
when they will be traneferred to Joliet prison. 
All of these robbers are sentenced to life 
terme. 


“Pals” Bitter Against Webb. 

The fact that Webb, who is popularly re- 
garded as the worst of the lot and who was 
the only member of the gang that went to 
the extent of committing murder, should es- 
cape with a comparatively light sentence has 
Surred up among his former pals feelings 
of great bitterness. 

Among the dead detective’s friends the 
State’s attorney's intercession on behalf of 
Webb was denounced as a flagrant effort on 
the part of the prosecutor to thwart jus- 
tice. Peter Hart Sr., the aged father of 
Webb's victim, said after he had learned of 
Mr. Hoyne's announcement: 

“The states attorney’s action leads 
straight to anarchy. My son was shot and 


1 killed in cold blood by Webb. The man has 


confessed. The state's attorney now on his 
own initgjative undertakes to let him off with 
a sentence which will permit of his being 
able to leave prison at the end of fourteen 
years In other words, Mr. Hoyne is fixing 
the penalty for deliberate murder in this 
county at fourteen years. A situation of this 
kind justifies men in taking the law into their 
own hands.“ 


Hoyne Explains His Attitude, 

Mr. Hoyne gives two reasons for his in ter- 
cession in Webb’s behalf. The first is thet 
the man by turning state’s evidence made 
possible the conviction of his companions in 
crime. The second he gave in confidence to 
the newspapefmen. He will repeat it ip 
confidence to Judge Kersten on Monday. 

Mr. Hoyne was seen in his office by Hart’s 
father immediately after the proceedings in 
court. 

„ know precisely how you feel,” he said. 
“T can only say to you that my decision in 
Webb’s case Was only arrived at after I had 
conéulted Capt. Lavin and Lieut. Hogan of 
the Hyde Park station. These believe that. 
all the cireumstances considered, twenty-five 
years is enough for Web».

‘ON TRAIL OF STUDENTS. 


Allegation U. of C. Men Were 
Paid to Vote Stirs Up 
Much Trouble. 


Charges made by Oscar W. Eckland, de- 
feated Democratic aldermanic candidate in 
the Seventh ward, that more than 200 stu- 
dents of the University of Chicago voted ille- 
gally on Tuesday for Charles E. Merriam, 
the independent, who won, started an inves- 
tigation yesterday by the: board of election 
commissioners. 

At a meeting of the board Commissioner 
Czarnecki moved that all of the candidates 
in the ward—including B. W. Snow and E. J. 
Hess—be called on to tell what they know 
of Eckland's charge. Letters were sent out 
and Mr. Eckland in particular was asked to 
sustain his allegationa. a 

Czarnecki said the board considered the 
charges of a serious nature and would make 
a thorough ingairy. He announced, however, 
he personally did not believe they were well 
founded. 

In the first place,” he said, the attack 
upon the students is an attack upon young 
men of good families, who are still in their 
school days, filled with ideals and principles 
of good citizenship and true patriotism. 


Sees Indirect Attack on U. of C. 

In the second place, the charges are an 
indirect attack upon the University of Chi- 
cago, which the students are attending. I 
am sure the guthorities of the university will 
be interested in cotperating with the board 
to get the truth and to determine whether or 
not there are students attending the univer- 
sity who are so immoral and vicious as to 
sell their votes or cast Illegal or fraudulent 
ballots. 

“If it should be shown Mr. Eckland has 
good grounds for his charges there are young 
men in the university who are no credit to 
the institution and should be taught a lesson 
they will not soon forget.” 

Merriam said on Wednesday night that he 
had no personal knowledge that any of the 
students voted and he denied emphatically 
Eckland“s charge that any had been paid to 
gain Merriam votes at the polls.

Springfield, III., April 6.—[Special.]—Old 
age pensions are provided for in a bill intro- 
duced in the lower house today by Represent- 
ative Edward J. King of Galesburg. Its ob- 
ject ig to give certain persons, under well 
defined conditions, the right to receive from 
the state 4 money grant. 


Features of the Scheme. 

The general scheme is to provide pensions 
for all persons of 70 years of age, who fulfill 
the statutory conditibns and do not suffer 
any disqualification specified in the act. 
Where the yearly means does not exceed 
$150, the claimant is entitled to a pensipn, the 
sole cost of which is to be borne by the state, 
except that of the local pension boards which 
are provided for out of county funds. 

Ducks Ruling on Minority. 
The Supreme court today refused to assume 
the responsibility of deciding whether the 
Republican or the Progressive party is the 
minority party in IIIInois. 
The court refused to allow the motion of 
Danville Progressives for a petition to file 
mandamus proceedings to compel County 
Judge Allen to name a Progressive as mem- 
ber of the Danville election commission.

The fines imposed upon messengers and the 
wages paid them are even more distressing 
and meager than those paid to girls in the 
department stores, according to Mrs. Pack- 
ard, who directs the movements of the mes- 
genger boys’ society. 


Boys Paid Less than Girls. 

“ Girls in the stores are paid §7 and $5,” 
she sald. while the boys are paid $4.50 and 
much less.

This would 
mean more to the public if we were not as 
forgetful as. we are enthusiastic. Blue is 
the man who found the Spanish fleet in San- 
tiago harbor. He was “advanced for ex- 
traordinary heroism during the war with 
Spain, and has one of the most brilliant 
records since the civil war. 


A BOY BANDIT. 

It is proposed thet Webb, the “ boy ban- 
dit,“ convicted of murdering “Detective 
Hart, be sentenced to twenty-five years in 
the penitentiary. ‘ Good behavior,” that is, 
good behavior under the strict discipline of a 
penal institution, will shorten that period to 
fourteen years. “The boy bandit” will 
then emerge upon society, no longer a boy, 
but a mam in his prime, and the probability 
unfortunately is that while the boy will be 
gone, the bandit will remain. 

When this young man was a boy at school 
he was examined by the child study depart- 
ment maintained by the public school board 
of Chicago. The results of that examina- 
tion were the disclosure of marked criminal 
tendencies. 

That warning, was ignored by organized 
society, as such warnings usually are until 
after damage is done. This potential enemy 
of society went forth to prey. His subse- 
quemt record shows how sound were the 
conclusions drawn in that early diagnosis. 
It shows also how careless and neglectful 
intelligent communities are even in this 
twentieth century im the field of self-protec- 
tion. 

It was said by a public official at the time 
of this malefactor’s culminating offense that 
he is not morally responsible owing to his 
parentage and early environment. That is 
true enough, but it only enrphasizes the de- 
fects of our dealing with such enemies of 
society. And now that his case is fully ex- 
posed, what do we propose? 

Why to add another folly to our first by 
applying the old crude machinery of pun- 
ishment by shutting him up for a few years— 
and then turning him loose again! 

A year or two ago an atrocious murder 
was committed upon a child in Wisconsin, 
and when the offender’s record was investi- 

ted it was found that he had been shut 
up before as criminally insane, and later re- 


leased without pretense of cure. 


It is sheer folly to rely upon the police. 
the courts, and the ordinary penal institu- 
tions. A preventive and protective system 
should be developed and men and women 
who are congeuita! criminals should be kept 
isolated as any other dangerous anima! 
would be.

FLAT AND COTTAGE. 

R. PRITCHARD for years has lec- 
tured against flats. His lecture is 
illustrated by épigram, anecdote, 

@ and poetry. His auditors goaway 


percentage of people living in flats mounts 
year by year, 

There is much to be said against trying to 
raise a family in a flat, and Mr. Pritchard 
says it well. Many others ha ve said it. Yet 
the trend is ffatwards, and no amount of 


preaching stops it. -

In 1912, in Chicago, 42.1 per cent of the 
building permits were for flats and but 28.8 
per cent for residences other than flats. 
Only 18 per cent of Chicago families, aecord- 
ing to the survey displayed at the City club, 
live in single family residences. 

An analysis of 12,628 Chicago building 
permits shows that less than 1 per cent of 
the apartments are to house a household in 
two rooms. The three room apartments 
make up 3 per cent of the whole; the four 
room apartments, 33 per cent; five room, 380 
per cent; six rooms and over, 83 per cent. 

Not at all a bad showing. A five room 
flat, with all of its space and labor saving 
provisions, will serve a family as well as 
did an old style eight room house. 


— 

When we study the heights of buildings 
we find nothing to complain of, Of the per- 
mits issued in 1910, 37 per cent were for 
buildings one story high, 46.2 two stories 
high, 3.7 three stories high, 1.7 four stories 
high, and over 1.1. 

Compa ring the type of building with that 
in vogue in 1870, we find the greatest change 
is in the reduction of the percentage of one 
story buildings, from 73 to 37+per cent, and 
the increase of two story buildings, from 20 
to 46 per cent. 

No type of building is more unsatisfactory, 
more uncomfortable, and more expensive to 
maintain than is the one story cottage. In 
fact, much of the trouble in housing in 1913 
is the result of one story house building of 
1870.

A study of the loration of living apart- 
ments with reference to the street is disquiet- 
ing at first blush. In a study of about 2,500 
insanitary living places over 1,400 were 
found fronting on alleys, yards, and courts 
rather than on the street.

«the reign of Henry VIII., who bestowed it 


upon his brother-in-law, Sir William Her- 
bert, married to the sister of the Bluebeard 
king’s sixth and last queen, Catherine Parr. 

Sir William, who was likewise one of the 
executors of Henry VIII.’s will, became mas- 
ter of the horse and one of the principal ad- 
vigers of Edward VI., who re-created in his 
favor the earldom of Pembroke, that had 
belonged to his grandfather. The grand- 
father left no legitimate male issue, but a 
natural son, who became the father of Sir 
William Herbert, the grantee of the Wilton, 
estate. 

Wilton, up to the time of the Reformation, 
had been a Benedictine abbey. but was al- 
most entirely rebuilt, according to the designs 
of Holbeim, thoegh other famous architects 
have since contributed to its beauty, including 
Inigo Jones, who designed the south side of 
the house, after it * been destroyed by 
fire; while Vandyke, yat, and Webb all 
had a finger in the pie at one time or another 
since the Reformatiom 

Charles I. who visited Wilton every sum- 
mer until the civil war, according to trust- 
worthy records, designed the garden front 
of the mansion with his own hands. 

Edward VI. often stayed there with the first 
Lord Pembroke of the present creation, and 
William Shakspeare repeatedly performed his 
plays there in the presence of Queen Pliza- 
beth. 

In fact, the second Earl of Pembroke and 
his brother were the incomparable pair of 
brethren ” to whom the Shakspeare folio was 
dedicated by the bard. 

James I. held court there, and one of the 
favorite guests was Prince Rupert. No sov~ 
ereign indeed since the reign of Queen Elian- 
beth has ever failed to pay a visit to Wilton

ONDON, April 4.—The Nation, a weekly 

newspaper of Liberal tendencies, this 

week deals at length with the inter- 

esting experiment,’’ in his reversion to 

the *“‘ scholar diplomat,’ which Presi- 
dent Wilson has made in his appointment of 
Walter Hines Page as ambassador to the 
court of St. James. 

In offering the London embassy to Mr. 
Page, the Nation says, President Wilson 
has made an interesting experiment.

EW YORK, April 4.—([Special.)-——-Miss 
Ethel Carow Roosevelt, daughter of Col. 
and Mrs Theodore Roosevelt, was mar- 
ried to Dr. Richard Derby of this city 
shortly after moon today in Christ Epis- 
copal church at Oyster Bay, N. Y. The church

public life, and politics, or those who are 
neighbors of the family. . 

Oyster Bay felt that it had more than a 
passing interest in this event, and long before 
the first arrivals stepped from their attomo- 
biles and hurried through the door in an effort 
to avoid the camera battery, the villagers had 
gathered in groups about the church lawn. 

By the time tue former president drove up 
with Mrs. Roosevelt and their daughter the 
groups had become such a crowd as to hide 
from view the seventeen members of the Oys- 
ter Bay band and incidentally alded the prep- 
aration of a surprise that apparen dy delighted 
the colonel, | 

It was a few moments after the noon hour 
when the colonel and Mrs. Roosevelt and their 
daughter arrived at the church. | 

Miss Roosevelt came up the main aisle of 
the church with her father, while Frank L. 
Sealy, organist of the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian church, played the wedding march from 
Lohengrffi. Miss Roosevelt wore a gown of 
ivory white satin, cut low in the neck and 
trimmed with Venetian lace running from the 
bodice down over the long train. The lace had 
been used by her mother and her sister at their 
weddings. A wreath of orange blossoms held 
the tulle vefl in place, and she carried a bou- 
quet of orange blossoms and gardenias. 
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Miss Roosevelt was attended by three brides- 
maids—Miss Cornelia Landon, who was the 
maid of honor; Miss Hester Chanler, and Mies 
Helen Cover. They wore pink taffeta trimmed 
with white lace, Their leghorn hats were cov- 
ered with blue chiffon, with a pink rose in the 
front, to which were caught pink and biue 
streamers of ribbon. 

As the procession neared the chancel Dr. 
Derby, accompanied by his brother, appeared 
from the sacristy. The ushers, who came for- 
ward by the side aisles, were Lloyd Derby, 
Archie Roosevelt, Nelson Bartlett, John Water- 
bury, Edmund H. Rogers, and Dr. Henry James. 

Miss Roosevelt and Dr. Derby stood before 
the chancel steps while the betrothal service 
was read by Dr. Enicott Peabody, master of 
Groton school of Massachusetts, where Quentin 
Roosevelt is a student, Then they walked 
slowly to the altar while Mr. Franko played 
“© Perfect Love.“ The wedding ceremony was 
performed by the Rev. Dr. Cotton Smith, pas- 
tor of the church which Miss Roosevelt at- 
tended when she was in Washington.

In the address it was declared that in thorc 
countries to which he referred the laws ware 
intended to work against the Catholic chuich, 
while plenty of liberty was granted to the other 
Christian churches. 

For instance, the Catholic church, unlike 
other citizens, does not enjoy the liberty to 
possess property. In this the pontiff evidently 
alluded to the laws against the religious or- 
ders. 

He pointed out also that the liberty of the 
press was degenerating into license and was 
chiefly employed against religion.

Orchestra Patrons Hear 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

HOSE qualities of art t endow a sym- 
phonic work with all. 
greatness received eloquent tonal defini- 
tion by Mr. Stock and the members of 
the orchestra in their performance of the 

second symphony by Vincent Indy at yester- 
day's matinée. To accomplish adequate verbal 
definition of the same is a task of some difii- 
eulty and, to those who regard the art with 
reverence, of some importance as well. For 
music is concerned with phases of human ex- 
perience that lie outside the precise and re- 
realm of words; with shades of feeling 
and of sensibility that can find expression only 
through the indefinite symbols of tone. 

In ascribing to the second symphony of 
D’Indy that greatness of feeling which alone 
can prompt significant utterance and that great- 
ness of art which can sustain an unbroken 
unity of symbolism throughout the infinite va- 
riety of that utterance, one also defines the 
reasons for its lack of popularity. It is not 
obvious music setting forth tuneful platitudes 
with ranting rhetorical emphasis, It discourses 
earnestly of beauty. A reverent prelude at- 
tunes the listener's mind to the wistful song 
‘of its melodies that pursue a hundred unknown 
paths of tone, the swift and ining heralds 
of desire. The solemn tones of the parent 
theme return constantly to sustain the under- 
lying mood and ever there spring from them 
new and radiant shafts of melody to bear their 
echoes afar on gleaming wings of song. 


— 
‘Thus the composer has achieved unity, that 
long sought ideal of symphonic art. The four 
movements of the work are but so many chap- 
ters in his discourse, each complete within 
itself, yet each a part of the whole. Should 
the reviewer venture to state in the precise 
terms of technic just how this has been accom- 


plished he will be accused of lacking the capac- 


ity to feel the thing he is attempting to define, 
for there are many Who spell emotion with an 
upper case E who will not understand that 
music is not feeling itself but only a symbol 


sympathy that analysis which would measure 
that symbol by the laws which have created it. 

It must suffice, therefore, to say that the 
@Indy symphony accomplishes that perfect bal- 
ance between expression and design which is the 
unfailing mark of the masterpiece. \In defining 
the design Mr. Stock also achieved the-expres- 
sion precisely as on Thursday evening he dis- 
covered in the Mozartian simplicity of Dvorak's 
“New World“ symphony the delicate inflec- 
tions of poetic sentiment that have made it the 
most popular work in orchestral repertory. In 
a way the Dvorak reading is the more note- 
worthy interpretative achievement, since the 
conductor's art was able to disguise those mo- 
ménts when the composer’s command of design 
was not equal to his desire for expression. In 
the d' Indy symphony there are no ch mo- 
ments, eich: 4

Next in importance to the symphony was the 
“Overture to a Play,” by Erich | Wolfgang 
Korngold, the 16 year old Viennese ‘composer. 
The overture was written two years ago. Con- 
sidered as the work of a boy it is evidence of 
prodigious genius. Measured by any standard 
it commands respect and admiration, for its 
melodies are characteristic. its harmonic 
scheme exploits the latest discoveries of the 
art, and its treatment of the orchestra is acous- 
It shows markedly the influ- 
ence of Richard Strauss, but this resemblance 
serves to defihe the style rather than te sug- 
gest direct reminiscences, Hence may also 
ascribe to it the possession of individuality. 
The soloist of the afternoon was Miss Ger- 
maine Schnitzer, pianist, also of Vienna. Her

At the close of the afternoon 
Urner and Frank A. Horne, both of New Yerk, 
although not on the program, were called to 
the platform, and in vigorous talks defended the 
practice of storing commodities in cold storage 
warehouses. They said the practice was a bene- 
fit to the public in so far that it protected the 
people from a shortage of food and from ex- 


cessive prices. 
As an example, both said that through the 


storage of butter and eggs the people of the 
country had been supplied throughout the last 
winter with those foodstuffs at reasonable 
rices. 

r The remarks were called forth by a paper 
read by Mary E. Pennington, Ph. D., of Phila- 
delphia, who said that an examination of cold 
storage chickens showed that they compared 
favorably with fresh killed ones. 

William T. Creasy, master of the Pennsyl- 
vania state grange, aroused enthusiasm when in 
an address on the cost of living he said: “We 
on the farms are in favor of killing chickens 
and eating them within twenty-four hours.” 

Mr. Creasy said that one of the high costs 
that entered into the production of foodstuffs 
was the scarcity of farm help. He said that 
farm laborers left the country for the cities, 
where they were given better pay. Mr. Creasy 
added that “the farmer as well as the city 
dweller felt the high cost of living,” and that 
part of the increased cost of living was due to 
“ waste and extravagance,” and cited as an 
example the raising of tobacco by the farmers. 

Mrs. Edith Ellicott Smith of Pennsdale, Pa., 
president of the Pennsylvania Rural Progress 
association, defended the farmer against the 
claim that he is contributing to the high cost 
of living. She asserted there is ample food 
produced if waste were eliminated. 

Prof. Patten, touching on the various vice n- 
vestigations now going forward in different 
parts of the country, especially with relation to 
the minimum wage question, said ‘vice is not so 
much a question of the wage paid a girl as of 
the girl's being allowed control of what she 
earns. A girl who earns $15 a week and is com- 
pelled to turn all or most of it over to her fam- 
ily is more Hable to ruin, he said, than one who 
earns $5 and has the entire control of all of it 
herself.

On a Fluctuating Income. 


There are three of us in our family—my hus- 
band, @ daughter of 13, and myself. My hus- 


band is a mechanic, whose work is outside. 


Co juently he cannot work all the time, espe- 
cially in winter. So we have to be prepared for 
a “rainy day.” . Sometimes it takes pretty close 
figuring, but nevertheless I manage it. 

I keep out so much each week for my grocery 
and rent. Sometimes my grocery money runs a 
little short the latter part of the week, but by 
scheming I make it do. I do my own baking 
and never waste anything, not even a crust of 
bread. I use all stale bread for puddings and 
toast. 

We always have meat at least once a day, and 
all little scraps of meat and potatoes, or any 
vegetable that may be left, I use in a combi- 
nation salad. By buying 8 cents’ worth of 
something green and making a French dressing, 
“which I think is cheaper than the Mayonnaise, 
we have an appetizing salad, which we all like. 

I always try to fix dishes that we all like, so 
none will be left. There are a great many 
dishes that my daughter and I are fond of that 
my husband does not Hike, consequently I do 
not fix them, because if one is going to try to 
cut down the cost of high living they must 
learn to do without something, and I find I can 
save money by ordering my groceries in this 
way. If I go to the store I am apt to see some- 
thing that looks tempting and I will get it, 
thinking I will do without something else, 
which I cannot always do. So I am that much 
short, where if I had not seen it I wouldn't have 
wanted it and would have been just as well off 
and just as happy. 

It isn't so much what we eat as the way it 
is cooked and our surroundings. I think if the 
husband is not a spendthrift and the wife is 
careful she can save a little, no matter how 
small the income may be.

Has Solved Laundry Problem. 


I notice that one correspondent asks how to 
reduce the expense of laundry. As that was a 
perplexing problem with me, and having solved 
it, I will write telling how I managed. 

As we are a family of seven and cannot seem 
to get along without plenty of changes, I made 
all underwear of crépe, which does not require 
any ironing. All house dresses, aprons, and 
even afternoon dresses I. made of seersucker 
gingham, using the black and.white stripes of 
the cheaper grade for common wear and the 
finer French quality of white, pink, lavender, 
and blue for children’s dresses, and our own 
afternoon summer frocks. For the table I sub- 
stituted embossed paper doilies and napkins for 
every day use. 

Then I bought a wasling machine. After 
soaking the clothes over night in warm water 
in which a small quantity of washing powder 
had been dissolved, they were wrung out, put 
into the machine, and filled with boiling soap 
and water. using one bar of soap to a tub of 
water. I turned the erank sitting down, and it 
was not Hard work. The maid did the rinsing, 
starching, and hanging up. By 11 o'clock a 
large washing was on the line. The maid then 
commenced to iron. . 

By Tuesday noon the laundry was finished by 
the maid, and the reminder of the week left 
for the care of the house. Thus the actual 
time for the laundry work was one and one-half 
days, with two hours of my time assisting.
